The fibred bauk-noto imiwr on which 
American legal toiulri)', iiutiomU bank- 
note currency mill (iiiV'Tiimont boudi) 
are printed, is mndu nt Diiltuu, Mnss., 
in on old mill, who.-^o i xisteuco dates 
back to Odonial times. If you should 
stop at the old paper mill, with proper 
credentials, yon may, perhaps, be al- 
lowed to'handle a sheet of the crisp fibre 
|)a|ier, or take n jn'op at the pulp press, 
wlicre.astliowi't, gnu-i.sh pulp is prcBsod 
liotwi'i'H lu iuy iron ryliiuluM, \jU.s uf 
liliit' lUid rod fldk tlirciid iire aouttotcd 
DVi r its fiu'o ,nid rtilki'u rib.s laid on its 
sutface. You may go beyond into the 
oonnting-toom, where each sheet as it 
oomos &om the drying-room is carefully 
' examined and cotmted and then returned 
to tlio paper-cutter to be divided into 
smaller slicets. If yon trace this puper 
still fiirlln'V yiiii will ihul tlwit fi'om the 
cuttei'H hands it jihssoh ii'^'uiM to tliu 
counting-room, is sepiinitu.l into little 
packages containing 1,000 sheets each, 
the amount recorded in a register, and 
then packed into bundles and stored in 
fire and btirglar-prool vaults to await 
shipment to the United States treasury. 
From pulp room to vault the precious 
paper is watched and giuiriled lui earo- 
fuUy as tliougli oaeh sheet were au ounce 
of gold. Its manufacture is one of the 
greatest secrets connected with the Qor- 
emmcnt's money making. 

From the vaults of the paper mill at 
Dal ton to the guarded storerooms of the 
treamxy at Washington is but a jour- 
ney of two or three days. lu the cupa - 
cioni) vaults of the treasury laiililiug, 
amoiiK gold ami silver and copi)er and 
nickel coins, Imllion, paper currency 
and official records, you will find thou- 
sands of packages of the bauk-uoto 
paper that is manufactured at Dalton, 
It comes in little iron safes, such as aru 
used by the Adams Express Company, 
and each package ondevory sheet is earn- 
fully counted before the manufacturer and 
the express company are relieved from 
further responsiljility. The paiier llmi 
anivos to-day may lie in the treasury 
storerooms for years, or it may be sent 
to the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing to-morrow, to return in the oontse 
of a month's time, a legal tender or bank 
wlto,—Nem York Isun. 



taken to Ilobokeu when about four 
mouths old and seemed to tUrivo well : 
they ate voraciously whatever was of- 
fered to tliem— even stones as liig as a 
mail's list, nails, oyster shells, etc They 
grew so fust that the experiment was 
oonsidorod a highly successful oce until 
one after another they began to die from 
some mysterious cause which was not 
discovered until their bodies were dis- 
sected. It was then found that many of 
their bones were broken and tliat the 
rich food, and too inneh of it, had 
causeil tlicm to beeonie li.'avy and fat 
before the bones were lar(.'0 enough to 
support the weight of thuir bodies. The 
Ixme structure hud not kept pace with 
the flesh. The food had been too rich. 

Mr. Beiehe has two men in Nubia and 
two in Ciipe Town tin the lookout for 
ostriclics. The method of oatching them 
at present is as fijlows; Tlie agent en- 
piiRes luilf n dozen hunter.s, to whom ho 
jmys no wagt .s, but whcwe e.\poiisos he 
defrays. Mounted ou good horses, 
these men track a herd of ostriches, who 
are found in the desert usually feeding 
on wild melons growing in the sand and 
on a besn known to the natives as durali. 
The herds vary in numbers from fifteen 
to tifty adults, each male bird having in 
Bubjeetiuu several females. When the 
Inintsmen appear the whole lierd takes 
to flight, but, owing to the habit of nm- 
iiing iu circles, a goo<l liorsomau can 
make •■iliort work of the swiftest ostrich. 
The adults are shot or strangled and the 
chicks are tied by the legs and carried 
ofT. The feathers of the old birds be- 
long to the huntsmen, who are paid iu 
this way for the work. Instead of pull- 
ing out tlie fuatheis of the dead birds 
till' natives skin the birds, and, salting 
the hides with arsenic and salt to pre- 
vent decomposition, seud them to Lon- 
don iu that state. The young birds are 
then fed with any kind of grain and sent 
to Qeimauy, which is the gnat Barket 
for wild animals of all kinds. 

In Imntmg the liirds many eggs are 
sometimes found, which, during the ex- 
pedition iu tlio desert, are eaten by the 
natives, one egg weighing nearly tliroo 
ixiunda. The eggs iu the nnst are placed 
npriglit and asually covered with sand, 
the heat of the sun aiding the incubation 
dnrhig the day, while the bird atta on 
them at night. Around each nest is a 
circle of eggs which are not touched, but 
serve as fcKxl for the chicks when they 
leave the shell. 

O.-tiich linntiug is apt to be danger- 
ous Imsiuess to any one not familiar 
with their modes of attack. OuoofMr. 
Seiche's white agents was killed last 
year by au ostrich which literally ripped 
the man open witli its powertid claws. 
When transporting ostriches iu ships 
they are kept iu separate cages. Inex. 
))eriencod animal dealers liave sometimes 
allowed ostriclies «itli other nuimulsi 
Biicli as goats and deer, the ostrich end- 
ing by killing its companions, and os- 
triches have been known to kill hyouos 
and other fierce boasts, which, getting 
out of thehr oagos, attadced them.

Up to the oge of 12 years, the tree 
produces a hard, irregular, tough kind 
of cork, which eau ouly be used for floats 
or buoys ; but, after this is carefully re- 
moved, a now layer forms itself, which, 
being no longer compressed by the epid- 
ermis, is regularly developed, and grows 
the true cork for bottles.
